Ha. shoots 
well and likes mechanics, and lives not 
in Ireland, but 
in Cheltenham. Lord 


.Kingsale owns a singular privilege,' that 
of remaining covered in tha presence of 
his sovereign. His ancestor, Sir John de, 
Courcy, received this right .from King 
John, and, according to hearsay.' under 
the following circumstances: He had of- 
fended his monarch, 
but won his way 


back to favor by offering to act as cham- 
pion,-in single combat with tha champion 
of France, and by his feat of strength. 
This last performance so delighted the 
King that he asked. Sir John to choose i 
what he should receive. The knight said 
that he had titles and lands enough, but 
would ask the privilege for himself and 
all his successors of remaining: coveted In 
the royal presence. He died chadless in! 
1219, 
but soon 
after 
the 
Baronies of 


Kingsale and Rmgrone were granted to 
his kinsman, Miles de Courcy. 
Lord Forester shares with Lord King(> 
sale the privilege of remaining covered in 
the presence of his sovereign. The story 
goes that a forbear of one of these peers 
(no need to say which) once asserted his 
right, and remained covered In tha pres- 
ence of Queen Victoria. This angered tha 
royal lady, and she said, "I notice that' 
you are wearing your hat. Lord —•—• " 
Upon which he replied, "Ma'am, I ask 


your pardon, but in doing so I exercls* 
my hereditary privilege." Her late MaJ- : 
esty made answ-er, "You, my lord, hav« 
the privilege to remain covered in the 
presence of your sovereign, but not in 
the presence of a woman!" •

Gage also claims the dignity 
of Lord;

Sir Robert. Three persons each claim the 
three baronies of Burgh, StraboUji and 
Cobham—R, G. Alexander, of Halifax; A 
H. Lcith, of Freefield, Aberdeenshlre; and 
C. M. Kentworthy, of Paddington. 


Perhaps the jaost Interesting claim U 
that of Francis Coutts, the well-known 
poet, who seeks to establish his right to 
the' title of Lord Latimer. FranclB Bur- 
dett Money Coutts assumed the addi- 
tional name of Coutts by royal license In 
18SO. 
Mr, Coutt's mother who married 
the Rev. J. D. Money, of Stodham Park, 
Hants, was the only Bister of the. Bar- 
oness Burdett Coutts, daughter of Sir 
Francis Burdett, whose only son, Robert, 
diea without issue. 
The baroness, who 


assumed the name of Coutts In 1837, died 
in 1907, since when* the title has hot 
been claimed. Claimant, who is a. grad- 
uate of. Cambridge University and bar- 
rister of tha Inner Temple, was boni in 
1862. 
His only son, Hugh Burdett Monet 


Coutts,. Is a partner In the Coutts' bankw.

Geologists have of late- years' come "to 


the conclusion that the eritlre central Eu- 
ropean plain, which extends from,-south-; 
western France through tho low countries1 


anfi north Germany to the Russian Baltic!

section of this great coastal region is that 
Part of Holland which lies from fifteen1 to 
twenty feet below sea level and has to 
be protected by Immense dams and dykes 
against tho danger of being "submerged.

In these days of furious fights of 


women's suffrage it is interesting- to 
note a statement made by professor 
Franklin P. Kuthven, a Western edu- 
cator ' and 
champion 
of 
woman's 


rights, in which lie-says that in-every 
part of the globe woman's position in 
the community has advanced with as 
rapid a stride, comparatively, as the 
movement in England 
and 
in 
the 


United States. 
However, there 
are 


some parts

civilized world 


where women are bargained >for and 
sold to the highest bidder. 
It is a matter of record that the 


Zunl Indian women exercise greater 
powers and have-, more rights than do 
women-in some^parts of civilized Rus- 
sia..

Kamyshin, on the Volga, wives are 
still obtained by purchase, and this 
method is practically the • only one' by 
which marriages are brought about. 
The price of a .daughter of a. family 
above the average peasant is quoted

is to be had'-a much higher price is 
to be obtained. The prices for young 
girla of'the lower -classes are often as 
low as $10 to ?15. 


Among the Zunl Indians the situa- 


tion is just reversed. 
There women

of course, the customs of courtship 
are vastly different from those 
in 


Russia. 
The women net only con 


trol the situation, but to them belong 
all the children and all the inherit- 
ance, if -there be any, at the time of 
the husband's death. • 


When - a- young girl reaches a mar- 


riageable -age and falls in love with a 
young man she at "once informs her 
parents, who in turn inform the par- 
ents of the young man, who In turn. 
is encouraged. He then casually drops 
into the house ot the coy one and the 
girl then becomes. affianced.

The wo- 
men who have come from .every part of 
the World, are among the leaders in their 
own countries.

city are taqed almost to their capacity, 
and many others of the delegates will 
arrive tomorrow and Monday morning. 
Preliminary meetings will be held to- 
morrow In many of the ancient churches. 
Prominent among these vrill be the Ser- 
vices, of the American delegation, headed 
by airs. Cary Chapman Catt, president 
of the International Aillano'e, who was 
recently received with such honor 
by 
King Haakon.". 
These services wilK take place in the 
Church ol Gustavo Vasa, and will be at- 
tended jby all delegates who speak the 
English language.

R.T in all its beauty is being exemplified in 
the manual training'courses prescribed by the 
local Board of Education for all the grades in 
the public schools of Oakland. The basketry 
and weaving- work as practiced in the primary 
classes by the boys and girls have become an 
interesting part of the .curriculum. The splen- 
did results obtained in the course have sur- 
prised the members of the Board of Education 
as well as the teachers and parents. 


Imparting historical, and geographical les- 


sons by objects conceived .and made by. the 
youngsters has proved a novel scheme of im- 
pressing facts upon their, minds. Each child 
displays individuality in his work and-reasons 


'for himself, while he is planning to illustrate the lessons assigned 
I to him by the instructor. 


APPEALS TO CHILDREN. 


The work appeals to the children as being real and the structural 


'element in the child's mental composition is developed by means of 
the: settings and the figures he places upon the models he is con- 


i structing. _ He concentrates his thoughts arid efforts on the object, 
which he is expected to explain at the regular manual training les-; 


! Son conducted by a special teacher. In connection with those con- 
crete objects the historical and geographical pictures -displaying the 
: evolution of events .are modeled. 


The stories of English history and pio- 


neer lifo ]n America, Including the dwell- 
ings of the Spanish In California and of 
the Forty-niners aro related in -the wood- 
en specimens which the children delight 
In building. 


The International educators have con- 


tended that this method of teaching clar- 
ifies the difficult points in the various 
branches of study and relieves the .burr 
den of memory work. The teachers de-, 
clare that accuracy and originality, as 


' welt as increased interest in the higher 
studies aro the effects of the new man-I 
ual system. 


The manual training course is looked 


xtpon as a preparatory step to the more 
'difficult subjects. 
It forms the founda- 


tion for the study of Intricate problems, 
which aro demanded by the board of ed- 
ucation. 


Erory method has been, devised to fa- 


cilitate the studies which the youth are 
required to follow to awaken their nat- 
ural Intelligence.and develop their minds. 
Success Is. crownng 
the 
efforts of the 


teachers of manual training, who are 
striving to inspire tho lives of .the young 
Americans with Ideals of industry. 


CHILDREN SUCCEED. 


"JIany children have succeeded in man- 


ual training when they have failed in 
everything else," said J. W. McClymonds, 
. Sapermten<Je.nt of Oakland schools. 
"It 


floes not matter what a child succeeds In 


as long as he is a success in something. 


"There are many advantages In man- 


ual training. 
It allows the child to 


think, while the muscles are in motion. 
The mistakes made by the children in 
manual training- are self-evident and for 
that reason it teaches them "to be accu- 
rate. It Is like mathematics. It is eith- 
er all right or all wrong. 
Everything 


acquired in manual training is helpful to 
the child throughout his life." 


According to statistics Oakland began 


to teach manual training twenty years 
ago. At that time the work was orude 
owing to the meager equipment. 
Thera 


were nine grades in the local-schools and 
for many manual training was centralized 
In the highest class for the . purpose of 
more superior organization. 
: . 


REPORT ENCOURAGING. 


In May, 1901, .the folio-wing committee 


report showing the progress of manual 
training in the grammar and primary 
schools was submitted to the board of 
education:

"Manual training In the grammar and 


primary schools as a valuable-means of 
developing the child. Is no longer an ex- 
periment. 
The best schools in:the East 


and tho West of this country have had 
for years this subject in their .school cur- 
riculum.

Each too is provided -with' a 
small adhesive disc or pad, which en- 
ables tho frog- to adhere to any smooth 
surface even to a perpendicular pane 
of glass.

climbs as near as possible to it and 
then springs upon it from a distance 
of sometimes more than a foot, open- 
Ing its mouth as it springs and fixing 
the insect with its tongue which is also 
provided with an adhesive disn.

Property Assessments Will Be 


Raised From $460.000,000 


to $463,000,000, 


SAN" FRANCISCO. June 10.—The 


tax rate of San Francisco for the com- 
ing fiscal year will be S2 on each $100 
of assessed property valuation instead 
of $2.01, as heretofore announced. 
Assessor Dodge and the finance com- 
mittee of the Board of Supervisors 
have found a way to save the odd cent 
to the taxpayers. 


The Assessor has found that it will 


be safe to figure on $463,000,000 of as.- 
sessable property Instead of $460,000,- 
000, 
which he had previously esti- 


mated as the Jim'it. 
Immediately on 


being . given 
this 
information the 


finance committee got together and 
ratified the reduction. 


According to the detailed statement 


of the tax rate In the ordinance .to be 
submitted to the board for passage 
Monday, eight mills of..the one cent 
saved the taxpayers- are to come from 
the general fund, one mill from, the 
school fund and the' remaining- mill 
from the bond interest and redemption 
fund. The revised general fund allow- 
ance Will be SI.357 instead of $1.365 
as originally proposed; the school fund 
allowance 0.235 instead of: 0.236,. and 
the bond Interest and redemption fund 
•percentage 0.30C instead of 0.306. 


INCREASE IS EXPLAINED. 


In the report prepared 
by the 


iflnance committee, which will be sub- 
mitted with the new tax rate ordinance 
to the board Monday, some pains. Is

Should this secondrcourt acquit him, Cook will have a. 
unique record among army officers,

asserting he can then.consider himself immune from 
court riiartial proceedings.- .He is being tried orr a 
charge of having created a disturbance and the court 
has already ruled out any testimony as to his sobriety., 
on the ground that he is not being tried on that charge. 
Cook was in the escort of Secretary of War Dickinson 
: when the latter on his visit,;to the Philippines over a ' 
year ago made an interior -trip on horseback to an 
Igorrote community. The members .of the latter were 
Very demonstrative and thei Secretary of-War jumped 
to the conclusion they were rapidly acquiring Aimeri- 
:can patriotism. , One of the horsemen was carrying 
the flag of,the Secretary of War—a big flag, mostly 
red. It was the flag that.caused their enthusiasm and 
not Dickinson or American patriotism; one of the resi- 
dent officials explained to the cabinet officer.

went o.n to say that red was their favorite color, in 
fact a passion with them, and that they would do any- 
thing for anybody who came bearing a red flag. That 
was one of several! strange experiences-Dickinson and • 
his party'ran-up' against-befo're they left the islands.

The hegira of the -wealthy and curious sight-seeing class to 


London to witness the coronation procession through the public 
streets of the British metropolis and the ceremonies in Westmin- 
<;ter Abbey is now in full swing from all civilized parts of the earth. 
The transatlantic liners are being loaded to their full capacity with' 
democratic Americans desirous' of seeing the spectacular ceremonies 
associated with the perpetuation of a monarchial institution ^in 
whose right to exist they professedly disbelieve. Democracy defies 
the divinity of kings and their right to rule which is based on the 
accident of birth. 


Despite the avowal of allegiance to democratic principles, 


Americans will probably be as numerously in evidence at the 
crowning of George V as 'king of the United Kingdom and its de- 
pendencies and emperor of India as the representatives of any other 
civilized nation on the earth. Many of them belong to the^quick- 
rich class and they are going to the. royal show prepared to make 
in aristocratic display of their briefly-required wealth. It may ,b.e 
sneered at as vulgar. But they have the money, and, on the rule 
that money talks, they have invested fortunes in,gems-and jewelry 
to demonstrate the fact to the gaping crowds on London's streets 
and to tempt the covetousness of the light-fingered gentry which 
are swarming to the scene of the coronation from all parts of, the 
•world to ply their nefarious trade with the expectation of reaping a 
rich harvest, which many of them will doubtless succeed in doing. 


There will be a greater display of international wealth in the 


British capital during the coronation week than that city has ever 
before witnessed on any popular event. But the danger of theft by 
professional pickpockets has aroused.a spirit of caution on the part 
of the ultra-wealthy and they are keeping Lloyd's busy making out 
policies insuring their precious belongings against loss. One Ori- 
ental potentate has taken out a policy for $100,000 to protect his 
jewelry and another has insured the gems he-will bear on his per- 
son for $450,000. Several American women are reported to have 
insured their jewelry against theft for sums as high as,$75,000; -' 


Scotland Yard is having an anxious time of it, for the police de- 


partments of the great cities and'centers of crime in both the Old 
and the New World have given notice to the departure from their 
regular haunts for London of the most skillful burglars, sneak 
thieves and pickpockets in their respective juris'diction's. There are 
unquestionably strenuous times in store for the London police, not 
only during the coronation week to keep suspicious characters un- 
der surveillance and prevent them from carrying out their evil de- 
signs, but for months to come in running down those who will, have 
succeeded in annexing to themselves the valuable property of the 
wealthy visiting sight-seers from abroad who may rashly make an 
imprudent display of their precious possessions.

The Greatest of American Prelates. 


Cardinal Gibbons, who has just celebrated the fiftieth anni- 


versary of his ordination as a priest, can justly be called a great 
prelate in the best sense of the term. He is great:-in heart, in mind 
and in those attributes which, when brought into .tempered associ- 
ation, fit a man for leadership in the march of moral progress/ 


Cardinal Gibbons is not great merely because' his priestly of- 


fice is high and his authority commanding, but because he is one 
of the most eminent teachers in this hemisphere, if not in the 
world, of the gospel of peace,'brotherhood, virtue and.pie%y.. He 
•has sought to allay sectarian strife instead of fanning. 
His vas> 


powers as a controversionalist are seldom called into play in sec- 
'tarian or doctrinal dispute. He does not love .contention and he 
prefers to get at the right of the matter himself to proving some- 
one else to be in the wrong. Apart from canonical and credal ut- 
terances, what he says can usually, be endorsed by Protestants and 
Jews without reservation. 
' 
One of the chief characteristics of the head, of the Catholic 


hierarchy in'the United States is his. tolerant attitude of rnind, his 
.capacity for putting himself in the other fellow's place, his' readi- 
;ness to concede the right of private opinion and his keen apprecia- 
tion of the meaning of liberty of conscience. Too many people Re- 
gard religious freedom as meaning-that sects otlier to the one to 
which they belong are to be tolerated, not treated as having an 
equal right to their beliefs and an equal standing before .the law. 
Wherever Cardinal Gibbons has found good he has readily con- 
ceded and has as readily aided it. With him- the teachings of Christ 
are. a fact, not a formality; a:rule of conduct, not the observance 
of a ceremony. 


The searcher will look in vain through the history of James 


Gibbons, cardinal archbishop of Baltimore, for an example .of evil 
speaking or evidence of bigotry. Invariably he has sought to bring 
man and man together in amiable co-operation. 
He has labored 


with Protestant divines and Jewish rabbi's to secure .industrial peace 
and an abatement of social evils. He has striven to evolve a cleaner 
and a better society, a nobler and more harmonious body politic, 
and a nation more devoted to the ideals on which this government 
was founded. Yet withal Cardinal Gibbons has never obtruded his 
influence in partisan politics. But in movements to alleviate dis- 
tress, to ameliorate unhappy conditions, to improve, educate and 
stimulate good purpose he has been for many years a conspicuous 
leader. His judgments are temperate and charitable and his" inten- 
tions benevolent. His modesty is becoming to his great wisdom,, 
or rather an ornament to it. 


The high position Cardinal; Gibbons .holds in the Roman hiear- 


archy gives strength to the church, in this countr.y The vast'ma- 
jority of Americans are. Protestants in sympathy and habit of 
thought, but.all agree that Cardinal Gibbons is an elevating moral 
and religious force, that he is.a man who honors his high office and 
clothes with the majesty of piety and self-denial -the sacredotal 
functions he exercises. He is a great prelate because he is a grelkt 
man, a good man and a sinc^i-e Christian.

Cleaning Out the Shyster Pest. 


It must be said that the agitation for reform in judicial pro- 


cedure and criminal administration has accomplished* one good re- 
sult. It has aroused the courts to the need for greater expedition 
and for a closer examination of the methods pursued in litigation 
before them. It has also - impressed the legal profession with the 
necessity for purging thsir ranks of the multitude of shysters who 
have made the law a cover for all sorts of infamous activities. 


In every community attorneys are to be found who use the 


mechanics of the law to achieve the same ends that the house- 
breaker seeks to achieve with a kit of burglar's-tools. These men 
practice law in a way to defeat the objects the law was devised to 
prevent and punish. They deceive and impose upon courts, deal 
in perjured testimony and conspire with criminals to defraud cred- 
itors and defeat the laws oithe land. 'They make a business of con- 
triving expedients for the acquisition of money dishonestly, and 
devices-to .protect criminals from punishment when, they are . de- 
tected in their nefarious Operations., 
. 


Top long have courts' been indulgent with this class of prac- 


titioners. Too often have lawyers of repute borne professional as- 
sociation with legal bunco-steerers, suborners and confidence men 
—person's who are not only unworthy of trust and a menace to 
society,'but who are dangerous to their own clients. Agitation and 
criticism have provoked self-examination and united to urge a puri- 
fication in the legal ranks. In many parts of the country the bench 
is taking the lead in calling attention to questionable practices and 
to the corrupting methods of illegitimate practitioners. 
In conse- 


quence the proprieties are being more strictly observed and illegitir 
mate practices brought more sharply to book. 


An example of this awakened sense of moral responsibility 


was shown in the conviction of Daniel O'Reilly, in New York!; for 
acting as a go-between 'in compounding a felony. 
O'Reilly" had 


served as a deputy district attorney and had 'gained a reputation 
for ability as a lawyer. 
But he chose to be a crook. He made 


himself the agjsnt of .thieves and helped them dispose of their plun- 
der with immunity by getting himself employed to recover by com- 
promise stolen goods':.1 He' has just been exposed and sent to Black- 
well's Island for fiveVmonths. He will be disbarred. 


Similar occurrences are taking place in other parts of the coun- 


try. • The legal .profession needs a general purging. -It is not the" 
fault of "the law that a lot of shysters have gained admission to it. 
A lax public sentiment and the reluctance -of bar associations "to 
take drastic action are more responsible than anything else for the 
contingent of sharks" and grafters in the legal profession. 
They 


infect the administration of justice and in a. thousand ways twist 
the law from its purpose. 
It is a good thing that something' has' 


occurred to spur the courts and bar associations to their duty in 
regard to the~operations\of a class of practitioners who are a. dis- 
grace to the "profession which they claim to follow. It is not so 
much a • reform ol' the law 'that we need as a reform of the legal 
profession and a return.to ethical-'standards which were formerly 
deemed indispensable in the practice of the law. 
Sound morals 


are needed 'more than improved methods of procedure. There is 
room for improvement in procedure, but what we , need most. is 
capable' and Upright lawyers and an honest, straightforward method 
of "transacting business in the courts.

GERMANY'S ATTITUDE 


The general sentiment of Germany, we 


are 'told, Inclines toward the adoption of 
the .peace making, treaty which has been 
proposed by Mr. Taft. 
This agreeable 


assurance is neither surprising nor diffi- 
cult to accept. ..There is no serious rea- 
son for regarding Germany as hostile to 
th« peace of .the, world. On the contrary, 
the empire of the .formidable and once 
much dreaded- •'War ^Lord'' has for moat 
of Its forty years of existence been a pret- 
ty constant makeweight against war. 
There is hot another great power in Eu- 
rope which has: not in .that time more fre- 
quently suffered a "war scare" and made 
belligerent preparations. In fact^ Ger- 
many, and Austro-Hungary are^ the only 
two great powers which have not been in- 
volved in' serious war. There is nothing 


more natural, therefore, than that Ger- 
many should Incline toward a general pact 
for peace. 


Germany was not ths • first power to 


express sympathy with the President's 
proposal, but all could not be first, and 
there are obvious and not at all offensive 
nor discreditable reasons why one or two 
others wer« more prompt than Germany. 
Other ..Important proposals of this coun- 
try have been similarly treated.

his successor to the throne, was an 
unfilled lady in a duke's family. 
Even if the emperor's approval ia 
withheld the fact that Prince Victor's 
father, for some family reason, main- 
tained K. title in Hungary, will give a 
loophole for the happy solution of 
tho difficulty. 
Prince Victor was born in 1872 and 
is connected, with the royal houses of 
Austria, Wurtemburs, Prussia, Ba- 
varia and also of the Bourbon Orleans 
family.

IDLE BROTHERS STEAL 


Col. C. H. Dunton Says That 
Couples With Children Should 


Not Be Divorced., 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 10. — Woman 
suffrage, -woman teachers, woman work- 
ers and broken homes are some of the 
chief caxises for the larKe number of boys 
entering the reform schools of this state, 
nccordinff to Col. C. H. Dunton, superin- 
tendent of the Preston School of industry. 


"The reasons," he said, "for the vast 


growth of juvenile crime are 


"First, the breaking up of the old- 


fashioned American home; second, 
tho 


failure to a great extent of the public 
school system, and third, the almost ab- 
solute failure of the Christian church to 
Seal with the subject.

•NEW YORK; June 10. A terrific storm 


with a cloudburst of rain and a wind 
that blew 80 _mllea an hour.7 struck th'fs 
city suddenly about 1015 o'clock tonights 
It was accompanied by lightning: flashes 
that struck in many sections, resulting 
in death and damage. Fires and v falling- 
livo wires imperiled hundreds. In Jersey 
City one man was killed and a nufriber 
injured by a llye wire. 


The storm area comprised the greater 
part of New York State, eastern Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey.

prostrated throughout this territory and 
also as far south as Richmond.

and universities aro Inaccurate .in their 
general- teachings and could make radi- 
cal Improvements by adopting .the meth- 
ods at, Oxford or Cambridge. 


That is the view of Rev. Z/ Barney TT.' 


Phillips, former pastor ^of Trinity: Epis- 
copal church, whq refcently-5returned .here 
after an absence of two years In Eng- 
land..where he has been engaged in post- 
graduate worlc and blbllo^icoZ research. 


"The Bng-lish universities," said Hev. 


JMr. Phillips, "are much more efficient. It 
is wonderful what results are obtained 
by methods that easily could be adopted 
by our American schools. 
The English 


have mado a study of university work. 
America appears to be experimenting. 


"The tutor system is in vogue at Ox- 


ford .and at Cambridge the students have 
a term;of only eight weeks and then a 
vacati'pri of six weeks. During the Va- 
cation the students study the work they 
Inivc had during tho term. 
This gives 


them initiative and a feeling of learn- 
l\ig for themselves that they would not 
have, tf they were kept 
constantly in
